Mr. Chamberlain 'has spared neither 
time nor trouble in organizing a 
greeting tfror the high commissioner, 
and has so far succeeded,ias to in- 
duce a number of cabinet ministers 
to Itake the moslt unusual course of 
going to Southampton to welcome the 
home-coming executive. 


(Mr. Chamberlain is also to give an 


ostentatious luncheon to Sir Alfred 
Milner, to which, howevei1, a number 
of leading liberals have declined in- 
vitations. The visit has been trum- 
peted through the ministerial 'organs 
as a fitting occasion for a great pop- 
ular demonstration in support of the 
ChamfbeTlain-Milner war policy, but 
public enthusiasm is lacking. 


Sir Alfred Milner, when he arrived 


'at Southampton today, was formally 
welcomed by the miayor and corpora- 
tion.

ENERAL ASSEMBLY WRESTLES 


WITH REVISION. 


PLEAS FOR THE OLD CREED 


'N DR. BAKER'S MOTION TO DIS- 


MISS WHOLE MATTER, 


Philadelphia, May 24.—The debate 
n creed revision was continued by 
he Presbyterian general assembly 
oday, and as was the case yesterday, 
alvary church was unable to con- 
ain the throngs who came to h^ar 
he discussion. Previous to the de- 
potional exercis s Rev. Dr. John De- 
Wett, of Princeton Theological sem- 
nary, announced that arrangements 
ad been completed for the reception 
0 the commissioners at Princeton to- 
morrow, 


After the disposition of a few 


minor matters Moderator Mintcn 
ailed for the unfinished business of 
esterday. 
The moderator said he had found 
tie sentiment of the assembly in 
avor of a full, free and fair presen- 
aition of .the question, but suggested 
hat the commissioners endeavor as 
ar as possible to adhere to the rulo 
f brevity, especially as the great 
'round had been staked ouit by the 
ble speakers of yesterday, 
Rev, Dr. David S. Kennedy, of Alle- 
heny, Pa., yielded the floor to Judge 
3. W. C Humphrey, of Louisville, 
who signed the minority report with 
Dr. McKibben. 


OPPOSES CREED SUMMARY. 
Judge Humphrey urged the elim- 
nation from the committee's report 
f the recommendation of a brief 
ummary of the reformed faith bear- 
ng the same relation tto the confes- 
ion which the shorter 
catechism 


jears to the larger catechism, and 
ormed on the general model of the 
oncensus creed. 
He claimed it 


meant practically a new creed and 
hould not be concurred in, as the 
resbyteries did not desire a new 
onfession. 
Dr. Kennedy followed with a foice- 
ul argument against revision. The 
way to break down the confession, 
fiinally, he said, is to go making 
Voles in it. 


"We stand united on the confes- 
ion," continued Dr. Kennedy. "It 
s constructed from beginning to end 
;o be used for scientific purposes* 
It 


s the constitution of our church or- 
ganization. We are not considering 
1 popular creed, but the fundamental 
principle of our organization. The 
lonfession has been charged with 
'ailing <to truthfully present the be- 
ief of the church. No one forced us 
,o sign that confession. We did not 
sign it in ignorance and I am sure 
lot one of us signed it dishonestly. 


"I repudiate the statement that the 


confession does not set forth the man 
side <and personality of the Holy 
spirit."

DR. JOHNSON RETORTS. 


This -brought Rev. Dr. Herrick 


Johnson to Oiis feet. 
"I beg your 


pardon/7 he said, "but if you refer 
;o me, I did not say that." 


Dr. Kennedy replied that while he 


might have misunderstood Dr. John- 
son's words, he had deceived the im- 
pfession. 


NOT THE TIME ?OR CHANGE. 
In conclusion Dr. Kennedy said: 
"Our plea is that now is not the 


time for changes while the church is 
under fire. We aie not living in a 
constitution-making age. After a 
fair, deliberate and free discussion 
we tod ourselves all divided up. Let 
us wait until God in His providence 
brings us to the time when we can 
agree on the questions alt issue," 


AN ELOQUENT APPEAL. 


Rev, Dr. J. E, Moffatt, of Cumber- 


land, Md,, became eloquent in his a/p 
peail to the assembly for a change in 
(the confession that would give a more 
even balaiice of truth. "The confes 
sion," he said, "is <a man-made con 
stitution, but is not the woul of God' 
And we are not discussing the wore 
of God. If this question is voted 
down by this assembly it will com 
to the front again until we give th 
church what it demands. I want tc 
see side by side two great truths- 
first, the soveignity of God, an< 
above all His election of men, and 
secondly, the freedom of man t 
choose. I believe that God 1ms elect 
ed all infants to salvation." 


CALLS TOR QUESTION. 


Dr. John DeWitt, of Princeton uni 


varsity, was next recognized by th 
moderator. There was a dispositio; 
by some of the commissioners to clos 


he debate. As Dr. DeWitt took the 
latform there were cries of "Ques- 
ion." The Princeton piofessor p£id 
tribute to the high character of the 


debate, which lias thus far been en- 
irely free from acrimony and sar- 
asm. He said there was no danger 
f a division in the church and he 
wanted it to go out to the world that 


o matter how they may differ on the 


Westminster confession, they stand 
inited on the word of God. 
He spoke of the consistency of the 
ieliefs of the church, which has 
tuck closer to the doctrines of the 
eformation than any other church.
